der magazines at the 1200 foot level of 
the Daly-West

about 1 o'clock, causing a loss of life that 
at present cannot be estimated nor ev- 
en guessed at. 


At 4 o'clock 27 men had been taken 


out of the mine dead and several others 
had been recovered in a. half dazed con- 
dition. 


They were all brought through 
the 


Ontario mine shaft, which is a mile dis- 
tant from the Daly-West, in which the 
explosion occurred. 


The 1200 level of the Daly-\Vest cor- 


responds to and is connected 
by 
tun- 


nel with the GOO level of the Ontario. ' 


In the Daly-AVest mine between 100 


and 150 men were at work. 


In the Ontario there were nearly 100 


it is believed. 


It is not known how many of these 


are dead, but the disaster extends to the 
Ontario, as the noxious gases that have 
been freed are known to be the cause 
of several of the deaths. 


The presence of these gases leads many 


miners to believe that the powder was 
burned and that the explosion was not 
the chief cause of the disaster. 


There are two powder magazines at tho 


1200 
foot level of the Daly-West, one at 


each side of the shaft, with a capacity 
of from one to two cars of powder each. 


A car of powder was added to the sup- 


ply within the past few days. 


Three dead men have been taken out 


of the Ontario shaft. 


They are: George Garvin and 
Swei- 


bel, employes of Edward Copp, who has 
the hauling contract for the Daly-West; 
and 
Soderup, a 
miner, employed in 


the Ontario, who was working at least 
a mile from the magazine that exploded 
It is believed that all three were suffo- 
cated. 


The explosion, which occurred at 1 


o'clock, was so tremendous that it awak- 
ened every one within a radius of sev- 
eral miles. 


As an example of its awful force it is 


said that two horses in the ore tunnel, 
one and a half miles away, were killed 
by it 


Women and children are thronging to 


the Ontario shaft house, which is mid- 
way between Park City and the Daly- 
West. 


Nearly all of tnem have husbands or 


fathers in the mines? and their grief is 
pitiable. All of the doctors in town aro 
at the mines and are doing what they 
can to resuscitate the unconscious men 
is they arc taken out. 


It is difficult to 
obtain 
information 


down town, as the telephone to the mine 
tias failed. 


Members of a relief party who went 


into the Ontario mine shortly after the 
xplosion occurred have 
not 
yet

turned and fears are entertained for their 
safety.

Other ''products of metabolism" create 
their own types of disease, and all may 
be prevented by the free use of water. 


A beginning of kidney trouble lies 


in the fact that people, especially wo- 
men, do not drink enough water. They 
pour down tumblers of ice water as an 
accompaniment to a meal, but that is 
worse than no water, the chill prevent- 
ing digestion and indigestion being an 
indirect promoter of kidney disease. A 
tumbler of water sipped in the morn- 
ing immediately ou rising and another 
at night are recommended by physi- 
cians. Try to drink as little water as 
possible with meals, but take a glass- 
ful half an hour to an hour before eat- 
ing. This rule persisted in day after 
day, mouth after month, the complex- 
ion will improve and the general health 
likewise.

Gcrmrm Artificial Clay. 


Consul General Richard Guenther 


writes from Frankfurt: Artificial clay, 
according to German papers, is receiv- 
ing increased attention abroad. This 
ceramic novelty, which is u?cd for the 
manufacture of artificial rtoue, tiles, 
gutters, etc., is composed of sand, 
chalk, cement, liquid glue aud petro- 
leum. The substances are mixed in 
certain quantities, and n ctayiiko 
results, which can be formed at pleas- 
ure aud acquires an excellent degree 
of hardness by being subjected to heat. 


A marine engineer of Rochester, 


England, has patented a. new system 
for steering twin screw steamships. 
His device, ns described by the Scien- 
tific American, consists of a speieial 
throttle valve attached to each set of 
engines, the valves being connected 
by means of bell cranks and linkwork 
to a tiller. 


"When the tiller is resting centrally, 


an equal supply of steam enters each 
engine, but directly the tiller is de- 
viated from its central position in ei- 
ther direction the throttle valve fitted 
to one set of engines reduces the stip- 
ply of steam, so that the propeller ac- 
tuated by that particular enidue re- 
volves more slowly, the rotary motion 
of the crew diminishing according to 
the degree to which the tiller is moved 
over.

The engineer might be 
able to shut off steam and apply the 
brakes, but by that time the engine 
would be upon the object. It is almost 
impossible for one of the fast trains 
to come to a dead stop much inside of 
1,200 to 1,500 feet, and the heavier and 
faster the train the greater length of 
time must elapse before a stop can be 
effected. Consequently the old head- 
lights were of little real value to trains 
running fifty and sixty miles an hour. 
With the new powerful electric search- 
light, however, danger ahead can be 
seen in ample time for the engineer to 
bring his. heavy train to a dead halt. 
As a safety equipment of 'the record 
br&aking trains the searchlight has 
thus become a necessity of the day. 


Long Run Without a Stop. 


The Pennsylvania railroad has had 


a run made from Pittsburg to New 
York, 43S miles, without a stop. This 
is the longest run of a passenger train 
on record. In order to accomplish this 
feat it was necessary for the locomo- 
tive to carry an extra supply of coal, 
and this was done by enlarging the lo- 
comotive tender.

The exploring party from the Univer- 


sity of California which has been 
spending some time iu the Humboldt 
mountains between Lovelocks and Mill 
City, Nev., has been remarkably suc- 
cessful. Ten large boxes of limestone 
block have been received at the univer- 
sity, which represent more specimens 
of the Nero dan ichthyosaurus than are 
to be found altogether in the museums 
of the world. The fossils have been 
sent to the university imbedded in the 
stone, and it will take from six mouths 
to a rear to chisel them out of their 
matrix and prepare them for further 
study. 


The men who made the collection 


wore Vance C. Osmont, instructor in 
crystallography, and Chung Yu Wang, 
a Chinese postgraduate student in geol- 
ogy. The two left Berkeley a short time 
ago and joined n party from Leluml 
Stanford university which was in 
charge of Professor James Pcrrin 
Smit'k in search of ammonites of the 
tnassic period. The University of Cali- 
fornia me"n found their specimens iu 
tho middle triassic. 


The university has sent another ex- 


pedition to Shasta county to continue 
the search for other saurian remains 
which was begun last year. Professor 
Merriam, A". C. Osinout, W. T. Rhaller 
and Eustace Furlong compose the par- 
ty, nnd they will return about Aug. 1, 
bringing, it is hoped, material which 
will connect the Nevada saurian re- 
mains with vertebrates of an earlier 
formation. The money for the present 
expedition has been supplied by a wo- 
man from Oakland who'is interested iu 
palcontologic;U research.

Tho idea that the waves of light pro- 


duce a mechanical push or pressure 
was advanced years ago by Clerk Max- 
well, but he could only offer theoretical 
proof. 
Recently Professor Lobedew 


of Moscow made an experimental dem- 
onstration of the pressure of light. Ho 
employs a radiometer resembling the 
familiar Crookes radiometer, using a 
larger nud more completely exhausted 
bulb, from which the heating effect, 
which is the principal agent in moving 
the €rookes vanes, is excluded. When 
the light falls upon the vnncs, they 
are driven by it, and the intensity of 
tho pressure thus revealed comes with- 
in 10 per cent of that calculated by 
Maxwell.

So Ismorant They Do Sot 


JCnow Tbrlr Own Xaxnra—£mplu>- 
ed at Labor That Will Kill Them 
In tt Feiv V*«r«—"Who IB to Blttmtf 
The following Is condensed from a 


special article prepared for the New 
York World:

Who ere tbe child slaves of New 


Jersey?. What do they do? If they suf-, 
fer oppression, what is it? And for, 
their condition who is to blame-? 
] 


I went to three Xew Jersey towns 


and visited three Xew Jersey factories.' 
to DT to answer these questions. I 
talked with dozens tf eight and :en , 
and twelve year old atrikers and with 
dozens of boys in the factories who left 
their work to talk with me. I saw ' 
them congregated in the strikers' teats' 
with union association's money pinned i 
to their coats to pay for their lost time.' 
and I saw them busy carrying redhot, 
bottles from blowers to storehouses. I , 
talked with the strike leaders and with • 
the factory proprietors, with nien :md 
boys'ldle and busy, and the only way 
to arrive at conclusions about the situ- 
ation in south Jersey in the glass facto- 
ries is to tell just what they all sa!<l, 
because they know more about it than 
any casual visitor, however interested. 
Only it does seem fair to sum up the 
situation first like this: 


There are child slaves in the south 


Jersey glass factories. 


These boys, from eight years old up- 


ward, often work one, two and three 
"shifts" out of the twenty-four hours. 


Many of the boys are living simply to 


carry, bottles and close molds and eat 
and sleep and are receiving not one 
day's education. 


The boys often do not knsw their 


last names, and they do not know their 
ages. They can neither read nor spell, 
and many of them cannot speak Eng- 
lish. Their reply to all questions abont 
name or age is, "Me fadder knows." 


In every case so far as I could deter- 


mine the factory owners have been fur- 
nished with affidavits from parents 
that the children employed are twelve 
years old and over, and none is receiv- 
ed who gives in his age as less than 
twelve. 


Therefore tbe child slaves in tbe 


glass factories of Glassboro, Bridgeton 
nnd Minotola are slaves not to the fac- 
tory owners, by whom they are we!! 
treated, but they are slaves to their 
parents, who secure their admission te 
the factories by misrepresenting their 
ages. 


Whether cr not parents are compel 


led to do this by the low wages receiv. 
ed by themselves in the factories is one 
of the issues of the Minotola strike, and 
to make the situation a .little clearer 
the statements may be set over agaipst 
each other, each coming from Mr. 
Charles Jonas, proprietor of the Mino- 
tola glass factory, 325 of whose em- 
ployees are now on strike. One state- 
ment is: 


"My men make as much as their skill 


permits them. 
It is all piecework. 


Skilled men can earn as much as they 
please." 


Mr. Jonas' other statement is: 
'•If two men apply to me for work 


and one has one or two or three chil 
dren and tbe other has none, I tako the 
man with children. I need the boys 
They do work men cannot do. No; so 
far as I know no applicants ever adopt 
boys in order to get positions. I have 
heard of a 'boy farm' where such boys 
are supplied, but I know of none of 
them in my factory. I simply take the 
parents' word." 


However it is the boys get in the fac- 


tory or why it is their parents consider 
it necessary for them to work, the fact 
that each south Jersey factory employs 
them and in most cases employs them 
under age remains. The school census 
of the state shows 5,519 children be- 
tween the ages of eight and thirteen 
who are not attending school, and tho 
estimate is that t%vo-thirds of them are 
at work, mostly in factories. This is 
probably a small estimate, because the 
parents' word cannot be depended upon 
in taking a census of the children's 
ages. 


I went to three factories and talked 


with the child employees in all of them, 
and I was shown through two of the 
factories by the proprietor or manager. 


Tho George Jonas factory in Minoto- 


la is the most important because of the 
labor agitation there, which shut down 
one of the furnaces and put 325 men 
on strike. 


Conducted by Mr. Jonas, with the 


consent also of Mr. David Applcgatc, 
his partner, I crossed their great build- 
ing which the strikers had deserted nnd 
entered the furnace room, whore 125 
men and boys were still at work. 1 saw 
a groat brick furnace holding 400 tons, 
of molten glass, through whose doors 
the heat was pouring on to a row of, 
blowers, all full grown American and 
Italian men, and past them into the 
faces of fifteen little boys who do the 
"snapping up." 


"Wo havo to have little boys," the 


Cumberland factory manager had ex- 
plained as I went through his factory 
to me, "beenuse men cannot bend over 
like that to the molds. Little boys are 
nlrea/ly down there. They don't have 
to bond. But," ho added, "we don't 
have to have them under ngo to have 
them little, and we haven't a boy in 
our factory who Is under twelve." 


But when I looked at the boys In the 


Jonas factory I knew they were under 
n<je. Mr. Jonas hncl taken tho parents' 
word (hat they wore twelve, and Ihn1 
parents would probably hnvo con. Id- 
wd themselves oppressed If ho hadn't, 
but I know they wore under twelve.

Lately tliere has corne n fresh reve- 


lation regarding tho moon. 
This is 


largely due to Professor William II. 
Pickering, who has studied tho moon 
more assiduously than any other living 
astronomer, says Garrett P. Scrviss in 
the Xew York Journal. The revelation 
is that despite former belief the moon 
is not dead. 


There is something that lives and 


grows upon the lunar landscapes. It 
may be some form of plant life, al- 
though Professor Pickering is not pre- 
pared to say that it is exactly vegeta- 
tion. 
But it resembles 
vegetation 


more than anything else, and it covers 
vast areas that are like prairies in 
extent. 


It has color. We may suppose that 


it is ablaze with something equivalent 
to flowers when the hot sun beats 
upon it. It makes its appearance sis 
the sun rises and nourishes through- 
out the lunar day, which is fourteen 
times longer than our day, and when 
the long night comes #1 it perishes. 
But its brief duration is no argument 
against its possession of life. We ha\ e 
on the earth ephemeral forms of life 
whose entire span of existence is com 
prised between sunrise and sunset. 


And if there is a kind of vegetation 


on the moon is it likely that that is the 
end of the story? 


Professor 1'ickering also finds 
e*> i- 


dence of the existence of snow on &oiue 
of tho lunar mountains, and he has ac- 
cumulated much evidence to prove that 
volcanoes are yet ucthc on the moon. 


All these things must cause our satel- 


lite .to be regarded with fresh interest. 
Already tho wrinkles peein less deep 
and ropuKivc. Perhaps liiana has been 
playing with us and nil the while 
laughing behind her fan. 


What a rebuke it would be if the 


first proof that there really is life hi 
other worlds should come to us, not 
from distant Mar^ or gleaming Venus 
but from the nearby, long despised 
moon, which wo ha\e so discourteou.v 
ly tuniod our backs upon?

Per>!a SoO years B. C., says a jvritfr In 
Lt-slK-'s Wtfkly. It was raised also 
age-s agt> Ju Egypt. The Arabs sold It 
In the market In ancient times. It was 
fountl in I:idia, too, and it was ginned 
ulie soed and fiber separated; by the 
women. The f$nu<-t sat on a low stool 
!x?fore a ti:it stoiH-. She rolled a long 
round stone or roller of iron over the 
flat stone, using her feet to turn the 
roller. With one hand she put the 
rough cotton undc-r the stone and with 
the other she Threw the seeds out in 
front, occasionally using one hand to 
pull the clean fiber from the roller and 
throw it in n heap at her side. 


The method was very crude, and one 


•woman accomplished but little during 
a day.' but the correct principle was 
used even then. Cotton was cleaned by 
frlctional contact between two smooth 
surfaces having no sharp teeth or cut- 
ting edpes to tear or break the fiber. 
And this same principle has been ap-

piled by Mr. J. E. Cheesman of Cleve- 
land In a most iugenious and effective 
manner. 


His machine is very simple. There 


ere three parts which operate directly 
on the cotton as it is fed into the ma- 
chine. There is a long roller which 
runs close to a stationary blade with 
blunt edge. Operating iu connection 
with this are strippers, broad dull 
blades which come nenrly In contact 
with the rnller and the fixed blade. As 
the cotton is fed automatically into the 
machine it is caught up by the roller, 
to which it adheres, while the movable 
blade removes the Rood. The cotton, 
free from all seeds and trash, comes 
away in a broad sheet like newspapers 
from a press. 


On one side of the machine the seeds, 


cleuned entirely from fib<-r, full into 
a long trough, while on the other 
side Ihe machine works with the ra- 
pidity of a little engine, engaging but 
two horsepower anil doing its work 
gently. 
By the 
11^0 of n. scries of 


blunt blades called the strippers, which 
have an elliptical motion, the imw in- 
vention gins cotton smoothly withoxit 
injuring the fiber. Neither does it 
brenlr the seeds, which ure very valu- 
able cornmerciMlIy for the oil. 


A Decimal rhronoerrapb. 


A new form of chronograph which is 


essentially out of the ordinary is de- 
scribed in the Revue Chronometrique. 
The horn- circle is numbered from 1 to 
2-4, and the lumr hand passes over it in 
one day (mean solar). Tho minute hand 
marks the minutes centesimally on a 
circle divided into a hundred equal 
parts. To facilitate the reading of time 
according to the usual form the hour 
hand carries a little indicator behind it 
which marks the ordinary duodecimal 
hour corresponding tu the hours includ- 
ed between 32 and 24—that is to say, to 
the hour of the afternoon and evening.

METALLIZING TEXTILES. 


Radian Scientist Invents Method 


With a t'niijae Feature. 


A method of metallizing textiles elec- 
Tlcally which Is said to afford the pos- 
sibility of impregnating the thickest 
piece of cloth either thoroughly or 
only on Its surface with any kind of 
metal has been invented by Dr. K. 
Donalowski of Russia, says Engincer- 
ng. The object is attained by an elec- 
rlcal process of separation of the dif- 
ferent salts from a given metal by ac- 
cumulation of the separated nietal in a 
cathode. 


There can be used copper, Iron, sil- 


ver, nickel and any of the metals 
which can be separated from their 
Baits by electrolytic action. The textile 
las to go through a preparatory treat- 
ment lief ore ready for the process of 
metallization, consisting of impregnat- 
rig the salt with a solution of the-salt 
of a certain metal. After the cloth has 
seen impregnated it is submitted to 
treatment with oxidized sulphur, which 
•auses the metal to be separated from 
the solution in a sedimentary mass, 
which, being very fine, intrudes int& 
:he cloth, uniting closely with its fibers 
nnd settling down on its surface. 


When the cloth is thus made ready, 


it is put int» an electrolytic tub filled 
with a solution of the salt of the kinltT 
of metal which is to be coated upon it 
and brought in contact with the posi- 
tive surface of an electrical device. 
The power of the current, as well as" 
the contents of the tub, has to be regu- 
ated for each case respectively. 


Men Hibernate. 


To accustom themselves to hunger 


and to the absence of food, the Rus- 
sian peasants practice a sort of hiber- 
nation, says a curious note in L'An- 
thropologie. ''As soon as the head of 
the house discovers that the quantity 
of rye on hand is uot sufficient to last 
out the winter he arranges to limit its 
consumption. The whole family goes 
to bed and sleeps for the greater part 
of the next four or fiVe months. In 
order to oconomixfe the animal heat 
and to limit as much as possible the 
necessity for food, all movement is re- 
stricted to what is absolutely neces- 
sary. 
The custom is called 'liojka' 


and is practices by whole districts. 
Only the most imperative want is per- 
mitted to disturb the slumber, and im- 
mediately all is silent again." 
N 


The good results of administering 


potatoes in certain forms of diabetes 
arc affirmed by n French physician, 
Dr. Mosso, who states that ho has ef- 
fected cures by this means. "M. Mossc 
thinks," says the Revue Scientltique, 
"that this treatment probably acts by 
alkalinlzatiou of the humors in the 
same way as the treatment by the al- 
kaline mineral waters of Vichy. Be- 
sides this, potatoes contain oxydascs 
and bring to the tissues ferments fa- 
vorable to those oxidations that are 
habitually retarded in diabetic patients. 
The quantity of potatoes that should 
be taken by the invalid varies from 
two and n half to three times that of 
the bread oaten. But altered potatoes 
should not b« employed. When Jellied, 
they contain augur. In too warm ft 
medium they begin to sprout, nnd their 
germination also develops sugar ns 
well as solanln." 


Tho writer remarks that In the 


spring, when potatopH nro scarce nnd 
not very good, potato bread imiy b« 
twed to advantage, although 
little 


known. This Is prepared by mixing In 
proportions varying from one quarter 
to one third wheat flour with mashed 
potatoes. TlriH food tastes enough like 
ordinary bread to make it pniatable to 
persons who feel that they must hnvc 
plenty of the latter. The ufe of the 
potato instead of bread deprives the 
body of certain useful phosphates that 
are contained In the latter, but this oh 
joctlon may be removed, we are told, 
by adding PK«H t<» the diet, cxpecinlly 
I ho yolks.

yet that is the universal practice. On 
th<5 contrary, the habit has been and ; 
the public sentiment and tup spirit of ' 
the law have been to use all the police 
and military power of society to pro- 
tect and guard laborers in taking the 
places of strikers. 


I have known many instances, some 


of comparatively recent 
occurrence, 


"where the representatives of the cor- 
porations have been sent out even 
ahead of the time of the strike to <xet 
men to come under fplsc represonta- 
ti"n, saying there was no strike, al- 
though that, there was going to be n 
strike was the only reason why new 
men were wanted. Often higher wages 
were offered than the striking la borers 
asked. 
After the laborers had been 


induced to come the corporations hous- 
ed them in the shops, nppropri;itiug 
part of the mill as a boarding house, 
ia which they were boarded and lodg- 
ed, and the striking laborers by all the 
forces of pociety were forbidden to 
tell their sto-y to the new workmen. 
The capitalists are permitted to offer 
the imported men twice as much if 
they desire as the old laborers asked 
and which they only intend to give 
temporarily in order to defeat the 
strikers. But the laborers are not per- 
mitted to see these men to speak to 
them, if need be to iffer to pay them 
ns much wages to stay atvay. To have 
any semblance of etjuity the laborers 
should surely bare the same right to 
present their casp to the new men ns 
the capitalists hare, and yet an injunc- 
tion TOP.S never issued restraining em- 
ployers from using all the means, how- 
ever immoral, to induce laborers to 
come, while injunctions have become 
/requent of late making it a misde- 
meanor for laborers to even speak to 
the newcomers who are taking their 
places or even attempt to do so. 


This abuse of the power of injunc- 


tion has come very near to bringing 
the courts into contempt with the mass 
of the laboring people. 
They have 


felt, and in a very largo proportion of 
cases have had n right to feel, that the 
courts were used unjustly, with ob- 
vious unfairness against the laborers 
in a way that they never were used 
against the employers. 
This has a 


dangerous element in it, for whenever 
the courts continuously represent the 
interpretation of law and social order 
manifestly against one class and in fa- 
vor of another they are sure to lose 
tho respect 
*»nd 
ultimate influence 


which it is so important the courts 
Fhould exercise over society. 
An evi- 


dence of this was seen in 1SOU, when 
in the Brvan campaign the supreme 
court of the United States was con- 
temptuously referred to in the plank 
against government by injunction. It 
is eiicorragiog to note that lu spite cf 
th*>se strained conditions great prog- 
ress has been made toward the ration- 
fti solution of this difficulty. 


The ablest leaders among the labor 


unions have come to be altogether su- 
perior men as compared to the leaders 
of twenty or thirty years ago. 
They 


are rerogni?Ing that the strength o' 
their cause depends on the character 
of their conduct, and they have pre- 
sented in the most forceful and legiti- 
mate wiiy the oppression and tyranny 
of tula -ise of tho power of injunction, 
this matter beinc the subject of u spe- 
cial bpar'ng at the recent sitting of 
tho industrial commission. The testi- 
mony thei-p {jiveii wcs overwhelming 
end conclusive that the grov/ing habit 
of the courts of oppressively using 
thc povrer of injunction ng-iinst labor- 
ers in ccs^s of strike, with the 
purpose of merely aiding the corpor,"- 
tiou In the situation, has crvaii'd a
